We cannot but believe that, had Sir 
Brcranp beon inthe Colony he would not 
have permitted this; and if it were certain 
~that he--will return shortly, wo might look 
with some confidence to matters being before 
long ameliorated. But tho statements con- 
cerning Sir Rroxann’s return are unfortu: 
uately so conflicting thut wa can have no con- 
fidence whatever in thom. If ho is to.come 
back: shortly, there way: yet ba a, hope that 
the toatter will be settled ; but we cannot too 
strongly urge the pressing necessity which 
exists for some decisive action being taken in 
the matter. ’ 
In the meantime, however, the general 
Community, ,and especially those more im- 
mediately interested ip the commercial wel- 
fare of the Colony, should make their voicea| 
distinctly heard, It will be fatal to all hope 
‘of suppressing the present irregularities that 
they should be allowed to go on for a length.

THE TRANSIT SYSTEM. 
{Communicated to W. C. Herald:) 

Tho troaty of Nankin stipulated for the con- 
vayunce of foreign merchandive, that ia, mer- 
chuntise of foreign origin, intw the interior by 
Ohincss under « transit system ; and the treaty 
of Vientsin arranged the procedure and fired 
the aniouut of the Transit Ducs, and it further

vovided for what the treaty of Noukin bad 

it untonched—the couveyunce of native, or 
Chinese, produce, intended forshipment foreign, 
frum the interior to a treaty port under a 
Wransit system. 

In-discnasing Transit questions, it must be 
kept in-mind that there are two kinds of tran- 
sit, viz., outward and inward, abd that-each kas 
its own peculiarities. 

When tho ratifications of the Tientain Treaty 
worv exchanged in 1860, the ‘Transit,systeus 
stood thna : fontward) Foreiga merchants were 
authorised to go inlund, purchase and convey 
toutreaty port native prodace intended for 
shipment foreign, and (inward) Foreign and 
Chinese wercbants were authorised to convey 
foreign inerchandise froma treaty port to a 
épeey mart in: the, interior; and, in each 
case, exemption from‘taxation en route was 
to be; procured “by the payment of a 
single tux—the . treaty, or tariff . Transit 
Doe. The first question that came up under 
tha ‘Trangit system as established in 1860, was 
tho-followirig: Must.the foreigner in person be 
with hie merchandise en route; entering or 
leaving the interior? Tbe Authorities ut Pekin 
took a commbn sense view of the walter; and 
at‘once decided, in 1861, that theforeigner need 
Dot accompany bis goods: he may-employ any 
Bgénte for their conveyance, but Agent, Goods. 
and. Certificate must’ travel in ‘company, to 
secute exemption. 

It was uot til] 1808 that any other question 
wae referrod to Peking.. Meanwhile, however, 
the Transit atipulution outward wis abused, and 
the duuble malpractice which constituted tho 
abuge of the transit lege ox trenty zight, 
induced inland offi: 4 to. vhject to- the transit 
syaten asa whole, Ihe malpractice was of 
this kind: whereas it was only for native pro- 
duos intended for shipment forergn that the tran- 
git System outward was deviacd, there werd now 
forelyn.merobante who brought from the inte. 
rior “native produce oyned by. thomecl¥es bat 
‘Intended for other porta of China, and. who 
protected such produce’ from ordinary inland 
tazution by carrying it under tho transit aystem 
and us though. intended for bona fide export > 
and ‘there were. other foreign merchants who 
brought down native produce from the intérior 
in the same way—produca, which was nut their 
own bat Chinese property, and-in respect of 
which- the’ Obiness owuers psid the Foreign 
merchant a more or less reaunerative fee for 
the. sesistance: which enabled the prodaca to 
evady local: taxation inlaad. Chinese officials 
naturally ‘objected: to this abuse ;:and, while 
they uliswed foreigners in chatga ‘of goods to 
pasa.on withont difficulty; they curried their op- 
position to the abuse ¢o far ag to muke it al- 
most impogeible for the natire agent of the 
foreigner to. bring down nutive prodnce really 
entitled to transit leges: In some places, 
leas experienced 0: began to, seppose thit 
even foreign i:norchandise going inland, if un- 
dix Chinese protection, was evading taxation, 
and therefore subject, to confiscation. From 
1838 the Provincial Officials were constantly 
complaining at the Yaméa of the abuse of the 
Tramit. system; and the | abuse ‘of. the 
syelem ua intended for Produce Outward, 
added to. the neglect to distinguish clearly be- 
‘tween Traasit Inwird and Transit Outward, 
threatened to-make-the whole system inope.

from that interprotation. Suob is not the cace, 
however; from first to lust Sir Rutherford Al. 
cock muintained that origia and not ownership 
was the condition, but, at une time, H. E.: weut 
further than the British Government could 
he maintained that u transit due 
frees merchandise from all other 
twxation, and in that view he was wrong, 
for the ouly taxation . which the puy- 
ment of # transit due frees frour is tazation en 
toute from a Treaty Port to a specified place, no 
matter how distant from the port that place 
may be, Sir Rutherford Alvock did not mate 
use of such exact language as shonid ‘make his 
meaning uomiatakeable, but if the reader will 
temark the difference between Inward and Out- 
ward Transit, and also recollect that, in respect 
of Inward Transit, foreign’ merchandiae may be 
viewed in three diatinet stages, H.E,’s remarks 
will be quite intelligible. ; There is a time, first
